APRICOTS FINE AS PRESERVES 


Only best fruits should be used for canning 


t kegs apricot is hardly appreciated in| 


America. One reason, perhaps, for 
this lack of appreciation is that in the 
Eastern part of the country this fruit 
is hard to grow. But the apricot can be 
had in markets all over America in good 
condition, says the New York Times, lts 
flesh should be sweet and sound and 
should give off a pleasant aroma. 

There are many good varieties, per- 
haps the best being the Moorpark. Many 
of the smaller and coarser, and therefore 
cheaper sorts, are just as good for cook- 
ing, as the sugar and other ingredients 
used with the cooked fruit help to give 
it flavor and fine texture. 

For canning only the best fruit should 
be used, which is true of all fruits, That 
which is bruised is just as good for can- 
But 
only that of the best flavor and the finest 


q | texture should be canned, to be eaten 
'when fresh fruit is unavailable. 


Preserved apricots of various kinds 


should be generously prepared, for apri- 


cots, more than almost any other fruit, 


|retain much of their original flavor when 


they are preserved. If you live whers 
apricots grow you may be fortunate 
enough to get possession of some of the 


little green apricots which are picked 


Canned apricots are delectable when 


Break some of the stones and blanch the 
kernels found in them. Add a few to 
each pound of fruit after it is cooked. 
Then put it in jars or glasses, cool, and 
cover with parafiin. 

To make apricot marmalade select 
ripe fruit and remove the stones and 
skins. Then press the fruit through o 
sieve and weigh it. Allow two pounds 
of sugar to three pounds of pulp. Cook 
the sugar and fruit together until it 
will fall in large drops when it is dropped 
from &@ spoon. Split a few pits, blanch 
the kernels in them, and add to the mar- 
ma lade. 

There are several delicious desserts 
made with cooked apricots. One of them 
is apricots with rice. To make this cook 
the rice in a double boiler until each 
kernel is dry and flaky. Drain it and 

ut it in a pudding dish. Pile it ia 
ome fashion, low at the sides and high 
in the middle.

TO DRY SWEET 
CORN OR APPLES 


Try this plan of making a home-made 
dryer for corn or apples, says the Ladies 
|'World. Take two boards about 3Y, feet 


two pieces about 28 inches long by four 
inches wide for ends, and fasten these 
boards standing on edge. Now

To protect from flies, take a. piece of 
mosquito netting a little larger than 
frame and fasten to a lath on each of 
ithe long sides of netting, the lath weigh- 
ing down the netting on either side and 
keeping it off from corn or fruit. Corn, 
after having been prepared by boiling 
and cutting from the cob, can be dried 
in one day with a good fire. 

If one has very much to dry, two 
frames made the same size and one hung 
over the other will facilitate matters. 
Place corn first on lower rack, and, when 
partly dried remove to upper rack and 
place a fresh batch on the lower frame. 


STORING EGGS 


To pack eggs for winter use, put them

CANADA'S TWELVE 
YEARS OF STRIKES | 
COstT $18,000,000) 


OTTAWA, Ont.—From Jan. 1, 190], 
to Dec. 31, 1912, there were A labor 
strikes in Canada in which 319,880 men 
figured at a cost to the country of 


$18,000,000, based on the estimate that 
the average value of a working day is $2. 


During the 12 years 9,000,000 working | 


days were lost owing to strikes or an 
average of 750,000 days per year for the 
period taken. 

These. figures are embodied in a re- 
port just prepared by officials in the 
labor department giving facts and fig- 
ures on strikes and lockouts in 12 years 
epecified. 

Though there were 319,880 men in- 
volved in strikes during the 12 years 
it is clearly pointed out ia the report 
that many of these men may have been 
involved in strikes or lockouts more than 
once during the period in question.

TO BE THE RULE| WOMEN ASK WOMEN TO VOTE 


WASHINGTON—Anti-suffrage women 


in every state are to be asked to vote 


for the repeal of the suffrage laws, ac- 
cording to a statement issued recently | 


by the National Association Opposed to 
The statement says: 
“Why 


organize against it? Why not permit 


their suffrage sisters to secure the vote 
‘since the ‘antis’ will not be compelled to 


. . vote if the ballot is given to women?”

“We, more than any other organiza- 
believe in woman’s rights. We are 
working for woman’s right. First in the 
catalogue of woman's rights is the right 
of exemption. By that we mean.exemp- 
tion from entrance into active politics 
that it involves. We have an 
‘abiding faith in both the justice and the 
necessity of this exemption because by 
it woman is able to do her 
half of the world’s work. Deprived of 
this exemption woman becomes an in- 
congruity. Called upon to do double 
duty, she will face the failure which is 
the fruit of an unnatural task. 

“By no juggling of the phrase, ‘Wom. 
an’s rights,’ can the suffragists, who num- 
ber only 8 per cent of the women of 
America, justify their claim that the law- 
makers of this country should force 
the burden of the ballot upon the re- 
maining 92 per cent who protes* against 
it or are unwilling to have it., 

“In the catalogue of woman’s rights 
is the right to do good works, On the 


rolls of our organizatian are the names 
of women nationally famous for their 
charitable and philanthropic work. 
“When the suffragists define the ballot 
as a woman's right, they manifest a 


distressing ignorance of political econ- 


omy. The franchise is not a right, nor 
a privilege. It is a duty, a stern duty 


imposed by the state upon that class of 


persons thought by the state to be best 
equipped to perform it. 

“Most particularly is the franchise 
not a plaything to amuse idle women. 
It is not something which can be used 
or ignored at the will of the person to 
whom it has been given. The suffragists 
do not appear to realize this fact when 
they degrade their doctrine with the ab- 
surd declaration that those women who 
do not want to vote may remain away 
from the polls, 

“As a fact, we consider the franchise 
to be so big, so sacred and so binding 
an obligation, when once it has been con- 
ferred upon women, that we ask all our 
members and sympathizers in suffrage 
states to go to the polls at every pri- 
mary and every election. 

“We have just done so in Illinois, 
although we are convinced that the lim- 
ited suffrage for women was obtained in 
that state in an outrageous manner. We 
hope and expect to see this law repealed, 
but, while it stands on the statute books, 
our women, having had the responsibility 
of the franchise thrust upon them, must 
exercise it as good citizens of the state.”

The claim 
is made that the Zapata brothers have been only figureheads and 
tools in the hands of powerful interests. To be sure, this charge 
is not strictly new and, under the Madero regime, the President's 
brother, Don Gustavo, was believed largely responsible for its con- 
tinued impregnability. But at a time when the Mexican situation 


js manifestly coming to a head the point is well worth considering. | 


Technically, the Zapata movement, from the very first, has 
passed for the extreme interpretation of the agrarian reform plan, 
which unquestionably was the core of Francisco Madero’s revolu- 
tionary program. Today there is one faction, little heard from in 
the din of conflict between Huerta and Carranza, that appears to 
have survived through all the vicissitudes of Mexican politics from 
the first Madero revolution down to the present, and to have survived 
precisely by clinging to the agrarian reform plan. It is the Vasquez 
Gomez party, one of whose leading exponents, Gen. Braulio Hernan- 
dez, recently gave the Monitor an exclusive interview in which the 
contrast between his party and either of the contending factions was 
brought out in a most striking manner. What actual political con- 
nection there may be between the Vasquistas and the Zapatistas is 
one of the many obscure points in the Mexican political situation, 
but it may plausibly be inferred that the powerful backing which the 
latter are said to have in the federal capital is shared to a greater or 
less degree by the former. It would not be surprising, in view of 
the trend of events in northern Mexico, if the Vasquista party were 
suddenly called upon to play an active role once more, when it would 
orobably become definitely known to what extent the agrarian move- 
ment in the south, under Zapata, can really be suppressed by force 
of arms. 

In all these considerations, the points must ever be remembered 
‘hat President Huerta is a son of the people, of the Indians, not of 
the upper classes, and that the racial issue that is clearly involved 
in the agrarian revolt must appeal to him fully as strongly as it ever 
did to a Zapata. |

least, reassures as to the way the demand is 
met. Boston’s problem is indicated in the 
grand total of 135,729 as the number of the 
pupils in its public schools last year. Of the 
registration of 115,506 in the day schools 
the average attendance was 103,078, indicating in an indefinite way 
the fact that regularity of presence at school is held to a high pro- 
portion. ‘The increase in the year of 2057, while greater than in 
any other of five years, is not so large as to present a serious situa- 


tion as to housing. 


The city that has no more than a 2 per cent increase in pupils 
in any year ought not, it would seem, to find the needed increase in 
housing burdensome. That it is no larger is a reminder that Bos- 
ton's great annual growth in population is outside its borders and 
so outside its schools. Turning to the-provision of schoolhouses, 
the report shows 186 of brick and stone, seventy-two of wood, 105 
portable, with a considerable use of rented quarters. On the face 
of these returns, there can hardly be claimed a provision that is 
adequate. The portable school building is.not without its value as 
an adjunct in case of emergency but if it comes to be relied upon as 
a part of the regular outfit there is need of new enterprise. 

The classification of this large body of pupils has more than a 
technical interest at*the point where it shows the great gain in the 
use of the continuation schools. Two years ago 483 pupils had 
found these schools, but the past year brought 1033 within their 
work. This youngest of the educational enterprises of the city is 
clearly showing its value in the practical instruction, in the trades, 
in English for foreigners, in foreign languages for those who find 
the demand for them in commercial activities, salesmanship and in 
household arts. Nothing is better indication of the response to the 


addition of this class of schools than the fact that 242 received cer-’ 


iificates of a completed course—diplomas that cannot fail to count 
in the better openings those who hold them will find. 

The graduation from high schools of 1795, while what is called 
graduation from elementary schools rose: to 6833, is only further 
evidence of the need of continued effort to make the use of the full 
public school course more common. Finely provided and splendidly 
equipped, the high schools have claims upon the class represented by 
that nearly 7000 who come to its gate and turn away. 

The problem presented by the schools.of the city, to speak of 
it as a problem and not as a mass of problems, is one that demands 
the highest and continually heightening efficiency. The present form 
of administration is constantly justified, and there is only need that 
the reaching out for this branch of the people's business by the 
politicians shall be resisted. The dryest statistics help to give great 
dimensions to the need.

THE Discovery of Roman pottery at Eltham, 
some mile and a half south of the great Roman 
Roman road known as Watling street, 1s an | 
additional indication of the extraordinary Remains 
extent of the Roman occupation of Britain. : 
Altnough Watling street, on its journey from in 

the coast by Dover to London and so on to 

the Scottish border, was the main Roman England 
thoroughfare of the country, no one had | 
suspected that there had been a settlement a) ne 
anywhere in the neighborhood of Eltham. Eltham has its palace, 
but it is a Norman palace, built twelve centuries afte? the landing 
of Caesar. When King John, that is to say, came to Eltham, the 
last Roman had left Britain for upwards of seven centuries. Yet 
today, the remnants of Roman England are innumerable, from the 
great wall by the Scottish frontier to the town of Brading in the 
Isle of Wight. Only a few years ago, the whole of the famous 
station of Silchester was uncovered, and there, after centuries of 
disappearance under the soil, where its streets were still distinctly 
traceable in the changing color of the corn growing above them, 
was found, within the circuit of the walls, not only the complete 
remains of the city, but the lead piping through which the water 
had poured to the baths almost twenty centuries before. 

It is in the Roman roads, however, that the real might of the 
Roman can be understood. The pick and shovel have been driven 
into them remorselessly, the antiquarian has split their varying strata, 
even the bricklayer has come to them for his material for the neigh- 
boring cottages, yet still, driving their hard, straight line through 
the furrows and over the hillsides, you may see the causeways over 
which the legionaries marched when the Caesars were Emperors 
in Rome. ‘Watling street, running from Dover, covers what 1s 
known today as the Dover road, and then, turning north, somewhere 
in the great city where the Roman millenarium lies embedded in 
the church wall in Cannon street, passes up to Wroxeter where it 
branches to Carlisle on one side and Newcastle on the other. Ermine 
street still connects London with Lincoln, though before it reaches 
the great cathedral whose towers soar over the vale of Trent it 
becomes little more than a mere track. Fosse way stretches diag- 
onally across the kingdom, from Lincoln to the Cotswolds and the 
Kxe, whilst, older than any of them, the converted Saxon road 
known as the Icknield way, winds through lanes and over plowed 
fields from Thetford to Southampton. 

All along these roads there are the camps and towns connected 
with the Roman occupation, and yet periodically, as in the case of 
Eltham,.there comes some surprising discovery which shows how 
far the Roman retarius threw his net over the British secutor, and 
mankind. get an additional glimpse of what the Pax Romana once 
ineant.

The private alley- 
Way is to a large extent a Massachusetts and 
City | a New England problem. It is-one inherited 
from early colonial times.. In the newer 
sections of the country private alleys, in 
the sense and to the extent that they are 
known in the East, do not constitute a prob- 
lem at all. But public alleys more than make up for them. It 1s 
probably due to the fact that the private alley custom was overdone 
in the older states that the newer communities of those states are 
iow far in advance of the most modern of western cities with regard 
to these passages. Ihe western cities, as a rule, are laid out at 
right angles and in strict accordance with the points of the com- 
pass. It is almost invariably the case that between parallel streets 
running north and south there are alleyways. For a long time west- 
ern city dwellers thought these indispensable; latterly they have been 
planning jo get rid ot them. They are of little real value even in 
business districts; they are usually poorly kept; they are often 
depositories of refuse; they are a constant expense to city govern- 
ments. From more standpoints than one they are regarded by 
efficient municipal administrations as dangerous nuisances. 

In the East during recent years the tendency has been away 
from alleys of all kinds. Modern additions to cities and’ modern 
suburban towns have no alleys. Alleys have proved to be wholly 
unnecessary under proper sanitary regulations. Publicity has been 
found as valuable an aid in this held as in others, concealment as

So widespread is the feeling that these should 
have free entrance to American ports that 
other representatives and senators, perhaps, 
have received similar protests. I.very news- 
paper reader is familiar with the extent to 
which the free banana propaganda has been carried on; those who 
are at all concerned in the removal of all taxation from literature are 
equally familiar with the fight that 1s being made for the removal of 
duty from books printed in any of the foreign languages. The only 
phase of the matter likely to puzzle the public in this connection is 
the easy and even graceful manner in which bananas and books have 
fallen into intimate association. At.first blush some will think 
that there is no real relationship between the two—that the banana 
stands for one kind of culture, the book for another, This may 
be true, and yet— 

Is it not the most natural thing in the world during the hot 
weather literary season for those who have the leisure, when about 
to sit back on a piazza easy chair, or to recline on a wicker lounge, 
or to swing in a porch hammock, to long for a banana almost simul- 
taneously with the taking up of a book? Is not the average book- 
lover a banana lover? Are not books and bananas indelibly asso- 
ciated in the minds of those who tour, of. those who seek the sea-

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shore, the mountains and the lakes, of those who go out from the 
city on week-end excursions, of those who picnic? Is it not a com- 
mon experience with all of us to hear such people saying, before they 
start upon their pleasurings: ‘‘Well, I must not forget to take along 
some bananas and books’? 

It may be that in the interest of the dignity of literature the 
items “bananas” and ““books” should not be coupled in one schedule 
of the tariff. It might be better to put one into Schedule D, for 
instance, and the other into Schedule K, but this will not prevent 
popular:custom from uniting them in ordinary conversation. Some 
may attribute this tendency to the common liking for alliteration, 
but this will not be the right way to look at it. Of the tens of 
thousands who consume hot weather literature a very large percent- 
age consume it mixed with bananas, and it is impossible afterwards 
to dissociate the two in the thoughts of these people. Really the 
association should cause no complaint. The bananas consumed in 
the vacation season are often more wholesome than the books.

Let it be said at 
the start that it was high time the humble 
home was acquired, set in order, and made 
a perpetual goal of many a tourist’s pilgrimage. The recently 
formed Webster Association has done well to take title to the prop- 
erty, furnish it with Webster memorabilia, and give*the Granite 
State and the nation another of those silent educationa] forces in 
patriotism, symbolized for so many years by the Washington home 
at Mt. Vernon and now by restoration of the Lincoln cabin in its 
iXentucky setting. Mighty careers at the national capital have in 
all generations had exceedingly humble origins in rural settings 
north and south; and, when possible, it is well to make visible the 
alpha as well as the omega of the epic tale, so that the man who 
walks or motors may read. New Hampshire has an asset in the 
Webster house about to be opened, as well as in the nativity of the 
man thus commemorated. 

There have been few more striking instances in American his- 
tory of the change in estimate which flight of time brings than the 
contrast between the *denunciations heaped upon Webster during 
ius last years and the calmer assessment of his service as a patriot 
rendered by latter-day historians and biographers. Excoriation has 
cen supplanted by appreciation. He looms larger and his detract- 
ors smaller. A great, imperial nation, unthed as never before, now 
sees in its true dimensions the prophetic insight of the only man of 
his age whose intellect was large enough to think adequately in 
terms of unity and nationality. So that the structure that-Lincoln 
and Grant laid was on foundations made secure by Webster. His 
successor in the Senate from Massachusetts, George F. Hoar, 
voiced his own and many other earlier critics reversed judgment, 
when he said that Webster “first taught his country her own 
vreatness. 

sut as criticism on Websters opportunism in dealing with 
slavery and threats of disunion abates, attack opens trom another 
quarter. He and others who figured in the famous Dartmouth 
College case are being brought to the acid test that contemporary 
historians and students of American juridical history are enforcing 
respecting the ethics of their conduct as counsel and as judges. The 
strategic place of this famous decision in fixing upon the country 
the inviolability of corporation franchise rights and the sanctity of 
property has led to more careful scrutiny of the record in the case 
and of the motives and acts of participants.

immigration persons less responsive to their 
arguments than some recent ofhcials at the 
capital have been. The President very 
properly has pressed upon this Congress 
settlement of the tariff and the currency 
issues; but.at the regular session he will disclose his attitude on this 
matter, and friends of the reforms recommended’ by the national 
investigating commission and embodied in the recently proposed 
laws are confident that the same courage that has been shown in 
dealing with other thorny matters will be visible when the pressure 
from immigrant Americans for the open door is resumed with 
threats of political displeasure. 

The unspoiled Americanism of the President and the lack in 
his record of any of those alliances which would make him tolerant 
of an invasion from abroad of settlers who would better be rejected 
all tend to rouse hope that:a restriction bill that restricts will not 
be vetoed by him, no matter who threatens. He can take this posi- 
tion the more readily because so large a portion of his congressional 
backing comes from regions of the country where men ot the aborig- 
inal white race stocks predominate. 

In any controversy, in or out of Congress, that may arise over 
the matter, the weight of the influence of organized labor is to be 
cast in favor of restriction. If any reader has a desire to. see how 
the argument of this group of citizens runs let him read the August 
number of the Railroad Trainman. Just so far as economic need 
and patriotic aspiration triumph over any racial loyalty so tar do 
adherents of this and other trade unions realize that the ‘open door” 
spells diminished wage for them and a depleted national human 
stock. It is only by federating segregated groups of aliens and 
newly naturalized citizens and by playing on their sentimental 
attachments that opponents of the legislation such as finds sensible 
expression in statutes fathered by experts like Dillingham and Bur- 
nett accomplish their obstructive ends. |
